Senator Penroae Again Predicts Pas­ 
sage of Reciprocity Bill and Ad­ 
journment Aug. <. 


W ashington, July ll. — The Cum­ 
ming am endm ent U adm it Canadian 
flour and cereal products to the U nit­ 
ed States free of duty under the reci­ 
procity agreem ent was defeated by 
the senate, 14 to 52. The consideration 
of the other Cummins am endm ents 
was then proceeded with. 
“Nothing but speeches stand in the 
way of the com plete success of the 
Canadian reciprocity bill and we are 
working the speeches off as fast as 
possible,” said Chairm an Penrose, of 
the senate finance committee. 
“We shall not be here so much 
longer. 
Gradually and more rapidly 
than most people appreciate, we are 
putting the speeches behind us and I 
am sticking to a prediction made long 
since that we shall adjourn either on 
Saturday, July 29, or Saturday, Aug. 5, 
by which tim e we shall have voted 
upon and passed the reciprocity bill 
and voted upon the free list and wool 
bills.” 
Mr. Penrose said there had been no 
especial effort to make plans to ex­ 
pedite the consideration of the re e l-1 
procity bill on the president's May­ 
flower trip. 
"There was nothing Axed on the 
trip." said Senator Penrose. "All the 
m embers of tho party are friends of 
reciprocity, and there was no m ission­ 
ary work to do. N either was there any 
planning, for these is no doubt as to 
the outcome.” 
He said the affair was of a purely 
social 
nature and that despite the 
heat the party had a thoroughly en­ 
joyable time. 
At the psychological moment Mr. 
Penrose will renew his reqnest for 
unanimous consent to fix a day to vote 
on the reciprocity bill and also for 
days to vote on the two tariff billa 
now on the senate calendar. He prob­ 
ably will name the same days m en­ 
tioned in his first request, July 24, 25 
and 26.
